It is clear to me that I will not -1 ' have the time to do a proper job on 
the non-CD material that I got on my visit to the Archives last year - that 
is, annotation, following up the many lea.ds, etc, I understand that you are 
very busy also. Since you have asked for a copy of this entire file, I am 
having it Xeroxed now (before the parcel post ra.tes go up again); it should 
reach you in a week or two, 

I did put considerable effort into sorting these pages into categories 
so that they tell their own story, at least as far as the basic themes are 
concerned. My assignment of the area, of primary interest is, of course, a bit 
arbitrary; extensive cross-referencing is called for. 

Generally, correlations with CD’s and CE’s has not been done. I often 
did not copy important items that I recognized to be CE's, although their significance 
may not have been apparent in the context of an isolated CE. 

I have not yet followed up the leads noted in my brief comments . 

I am sure that jreu will keep me informed of any work you can do with this 
material. In so far as possible, I would like to be informed in advance if you intend 
to send any of it out, so that I can discuss it with you and add to your observations. 
If you think I should send any large chunks to specified people, let me know. Jim 
Schmitt Trent through this file and copied some pages, and I have told Lifton that I 
will give him access to it in exchange for access to corresponding files of his, but 
that is all the distribution I have done. I don't see any point in sending it to 
Bud's group, unless they are seriously interested in following leads, etc. 

The box I will send separately consists of the following: 

* Numerical category classification system (2 pp.) 

* My notes (9 pp.) Unlike your notes, these are not self-contained; they 
make sense only if you have the referred-to items in hand. I left out a lot of 
obvious but non-trivial observations. 

* A. list of the Archives orders on which this file is based, with cross-listings 

between Entry and. page number, and Category and item. (11 pages) . . 

* Contents of pre-5/?0 non-CD and special topics files (3 pp.) The pages are 
not included since I am sure you already have most of them. (Total is 194 pp.) 

* List of my other special topic and non-CD files. All old stuff. ( 1 page.) 

* The file itself, with a listing included in front of each section. 

There are a. few duplicate pages, -where I ordered two copies from the Archives 

by mistake and found they fit into two different categories. The non-CD pages which 
I previously had have generally not been mixed in, although they do fill many of the 
gaps. There are quite a. few pages that cannot be adequately Xeroxed; sorry. I 
will try to replace them later. My count of the number of pages is 799* 

Grand total = 825 pages. A.t 2.8 <t plus 5 2 % tax, that comes to $ 24.37- There 
is no need for you to pay me now or in the forseeable future. I hope you can make 
good use of this material.
